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New Kendall Gallery draws crowd 
for grand opening reception Nov. 3 


About 400 patrons of the arts attend- 
ed a Nov. 3 grand opening reception 
at Kendall Demonstration Elementary 
School’s new gallery to view the works 
of young hearing impaired artists from 
KDES and Argentina and to witness a 
ribbon cutting ceremony conducted by 
Gallaudet President King Jordan. 

“This is what I have been talking 
about—this is excellence,” Jordan said 
during his remarks at the ceremony. 
He also said that the founding of the 
gallery, which will feature international 
offerings of young hearing and hearing 
impaired artists, is an example of the 
“connective experience” that binds the 
Gallaudet community. 

The reception drew educators, busi- 
ness and community leaders, and 
members of the Gallaudet community. 
On display at the opening were more 
than 300 works, including a videotape 
and a slide show prepared by Kendall 
students. 


Research annual 
report available 


A Tradition of Discovery: The 
1987/88 Annual Report of the Gal- 
laudet Research Institute is now 
available. 

This year’s “Anniversary Report” 
commemorates the 10th anniversary of 
the Gallaudet Research Institute (GRI) 
and the 20th anniversary of the Annual 
Survey of Hearing Impaired Children 
and Youth, an ongoing study conduct- 
ed by GRI’s Center for Assessment and 
Demographic Studies. 

Special emphasis has been placed 
this year on presenting the scientific in- 
formation contained in the report’s 
project summaries in ways that will 
communicate to a broader audience. 
The report includes a new “Highlights” 
section and write-ups of national and 
international GRI-sponsored events to 
show the extent to which people are 
touched by Gallaudet’s research, ac- 
cording to Shawn Davies, coordinator 
of GRI’s Scientific Communications 
Program, the unit that produces the 
report. The information on extramural 
funding sources and collaboration also 
illustrates the breadth and scope of GRI 
projects. 

“Our hope is that this report will help 
make the GRI’s research programs an 
‘open book’ for all of its readers,” said 
Dr. Michael Karchmer, interim dean of 
Graduate Studies and Research.

In addition to Jordan, speakers at 
the gathering included Dr. Robert Davila, 
vice president for Pre-College Pro- 
grams, Al Couthen, assistant principal 
of KDES, and Stephanie Skurdy, com- 
munications director for the McDonald’s 
Corporation. 

McDonald’s and the Polaroid Corpo- 
ration were largely responsible for fund- 
ing the $9,000 project. 

Kendall Gallery occupies 50 yards of 
a corridor on the third floor of KDES. 
It was built last summer by the Univer- 
sity’s Design and Construction Unit of 
the Physical Plant Department. 

The gallery will serve not only as 
showcase for young artists’ works but 
will also feature a visiting artist series. 
KDES Art Instructor Phil Bogdan said 
that the series is expected to start next 
fall and attract well-known artists who 
will display their works and give work- 
shops and lectures. 


Bogdan called the opening reception 
“a wonderful experience. It was just 
beautiful.” He said that the opening is 
expected to launch a greater under- 
standing of “the universal language of 
art. 

“We expect the Kendall Gallery to 
instill pride, confidence, tolerance, in- 
sight, and most importantly, the realiza- 
tion that each individual is unique,” 
Bogdan added. 

The art exhibit will be on display 
through February. Kendall Gallery is 
open from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. Mondays 
through Fridays by appointment.

Students gain insight into politics 
at Kendall through mock election 


If Kendall Demonstration Elementary 
School students had their way, Michael 
Dukakis would have been the next 
president of the United States. 

The students, along with faculty and 
staff, joined the nation last week by 
casting their votes for president in a 
mock election. The outcome was a 
landslide victory for the Democrats, 
with Michael Dukakis upsetting Vice 
President George Bush 108-35. Two 
write-in ballots were cast for Jesse 
Jackson, who missed getting the nod 
as the Democratic presidential 
nominee. 

Kendall’s mock election was one of 
many to take place in schools across 
America. But Kendall students didn’t 
just vote—they also gained insights into

various aspects of the electoral process 
through intensive work that began in 
September. 

The students established voting 
precincts, registered voters, presented 
the issues of the candidates, designed 
posters, and decorated polling booths. 
On voting day, Nov. 7, they carried 
live news reports and presented an 
analysis of election data. 

“We started the students on the road 
to citizenship by having them exercise 
their right to vote,” said Don Mahoney, 
a social studies content specialist who 
organized the mock election. 

“The whole concept was for the students 
to learn by doing,” said Mahoney. 
“The students had the opportunity to 
set up and run all jobs necessary to or- 
ganize an election.” In the process, he 
said, the experience fostered civic 
responsibility among the students and 
made them aware of important issues 
facing the nation and the world. 


The students were kept abreast of 
the candidates’ stances on important issues 
by reading newspapers and magazines, 
supplemented by brochures from each 
candidate’s Washington campaign head- 
quarters. Also, on the Friday before the 
election, students were chosen to act as 
each of the presidential candidates and 
present information about their back- 
grounds and positions on key issues 
such as the environment, education, 
and defense. 

Mahoney said that he feels the stu- 
dents were well informed when they 
cast their ballots. “They got both sides 
of the picture, and they leaned toward 
Dukakis.” He conjectured that the out- 
come of the mock election “reflects the 
Democratic [party’s] stronghold in

Grants help music program continue 


Gallaudet’s music program is in full 
swing this year thanks to Director Diane 
Merchant’s success at writing grant 
proposals and getting four grants to 
fund the program. 

The James M. Johnston Trust for Chari- 
table and Educational Purposes is provid- 
ing $5,000 for personnel. The D.C. 
Commission on the Arts and Humani- 
ties gave $1,800 for the Le Quatre 
chamber percussion ensemble perform- 
ance and workshop held here on Sept. 
14. 

Both the Beethoven Society and the 
Liberace Foundation contributed money 
to the University’s endowment, $6,000 
and $10,000 respectively, and desig- 
nated that interest from these contribu- 
tions go to the music program. 

Although the music program has had 
enthusiastic support from the College 
of Arts of Sciences (CAS), there simply 
was no money available for the pro- 
gram, said Merchant, who began 
teaching one music course here in the 
fall of 1985. 

Lack of funds spurred Merchant to 
add grant-writing to her teaching duties 
during the ’86-’87 academic year. “I 
spent that year writing lots of grants,” 
she said. “Two came through, and 
they were big enough to support one 
full-time staff member, myself, and 
about five other part-time staff.” 

The Purple Heart Foundation and 
the National Endowment for the Arts 
provided grants that totaled $75,000. 
This money funded the ’87-’88 aca- 
demic year as well as a National Con- 
ference for Music Educators of the 


Hearing Impaired held here last summer. 


CAS provided space and support for 
part-time music teachers, helped Mer- 
chant obtain instruments and supplies, 
and is paying Merchant’s full-time sal- 
ary this year for the first time. 

Merchant, who is hearing impaired, 
has a bachelor’s degree in music 
specializing in voice and piano and a 
master’s degree in deaf education from 
the University of Tennessee. 

Prior to last year’s full-time position 
at Gallaudet, she worked on the music 
program while continuing her position 
as special education director for the 
American Association of Colleges for 
Teacher Education in Washington. 

“In the hearing population, some in- 
dividuals have more talent than others 
at picking up music. We’re finding that 
true in the hearing impaired community 
as well,” said Merchant. “I have a 
number of students who are exception- 
ally talented, but they hadn’t had the 
opportunity to study music before. 
Once they tried their hand at it, they 
found that they are really good at it.” 

Gallaudet’s music program now has 
43 students studying the history of 
music and music theory, and playing 
piano, acoustic guitar, electric guitar, 
cello, trombone, flute, and percussion. 

“Tm usually able to provide just what 
the students want to learn,” said Mer- 
chant, who teaches each of the 43 stu- 
dents in some area. “If I don’t have a 
teacher, I’m able to find one.” 

Even with a full-time teaching load, 
Merchant will soon be writing grant 
proposals to raise funds for next year.
